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New Record in Orc Production 


A NEW all-time record for production of iron ore in Minne­ 
sota was set during- the past year, according to a report issued by 
r. A. Wildes, state superintendent of mines in the office of Ray P. 
Chase, state auditor. 
The total production in both state and privately owned mines 
was 46,789,549 tons, according to the report. 
Wildes pointed out 
that the previous banner year was during war time, in 1916, wher 
operations were kept at high speed and 46,199,030 tons of ore 
were shipped from the state. 
“Production records for the last year/' Chase said, “definitely 
put Minnesota near the head of the list of iron states. 
“Since mining operations were .started in northern Minne 
sota in 1884, more than 943,000,000 tons of ore have been taken 
from the mines. 
And at the time the Minnesota deposits wer 
discovered geologists said they could not be profitably developed. 
At the same time Chase declared he believed new records 
would be set by the income from royalties on iron ore and surface 
rentals due the state. 
The report revealed that a total of 65,195,478 tons of ore 
were shipped from mines in Minnesota, Michigan and Wisconsin 
during the Great Lake1; shipping season just ended. 
Minnesota 
contributed 72 per cent of the total shipments. 
Wildes pointed out that if all the ore produced since mines 
in Minnesota were opened was loaded into modern ore cars of 50 
tons each, it would take a train 73,665 miles long—enough to cir 
cie the earth three times at the equator—to haul the total tonnage 
A box car half a mile square and half a mile deep, he said 
would be required to store the ore. 
Out of the tonnage produced, more than 510,000,000 tons o 
steel has been made, enough to make a steel hoop around the 
equator of more than seven feet in thickness. 
And put to practical use, Wildes said, this vast tonnage woulr 
be sufficient to rebuild all of the world’s railroads with double 
tracks.

water transportation by the speech of President Hoover at Louis­ 
ville last month, in which a comprehensive system for further in 
land waterway development was recommended. 
As a matter of fact, river transportation has made great 
strides in recent years, with a consequent saving of millions of 
dollars in freight charges. 
Shipping on the Mississippi river 
alone now reaches more than 62 million tons a year, as against 
less than 30 million tons in the heyday of its steamboats of 40 
years ago. But the Middle West and Mississippi Valley await the 
construction of the Lakes-Gulf deep waterway in order that the 
commerce of the region may be fully developed, according to Silas 
H. Altorfer, Peoria manufacturer, who declares that his com­ 
pany saved $8,404 in freight charges in sending a special train 
of his product to Los Angeles, by routing them from Peoria to 
Baltimore by rail and thence by water through Vie Panama Canal 
to Los Angeles. 
With an all-water routing such as the Lakes-Gulf project 
would make possible, much larger savings could be made. 
In 
other sections of the country similar opportunities for utilizing 
waterways are presented, and in most cases the cost of the pro­ 
posed developments would be a most prohtable investment for the 
nation, resulting in benefits to both agriculture and industry.—

A RELATIVELY new and striking phase of American business 
development is reflected in the record of progress in the setting up 
of standards of trade practice issued by the Trade Association 
Department of the Chamber of Commerce of the t oited States. 
The first trade practice conference was held in 1919 but this 
method of industrial self-regulation did not develop appreciably 
until nine years later. 
In 1920, 6 industries held conferences; in 
1922, 2; in 1923, 3; in 1924, 3; in 1925, 4; in 1926, I; in 1927. 6. 
The next year, 1928, saw the movement develop gathering 
momentum. 
Fifteen industries held conferences at which trade 
practice rules were formulated. 
During tilt' first six months ot 
the current year the number jumped to 23, making an aggregate 
of 66 industries that have set up rules to be observed in the trans­ 
action of business. 
It is apparent that this experiment in the self-government o f 
industry is rapidly becoming a fixed practice with every indica­ 
tion of "further rapid development during the years immediately 
ahead.
